In common with the majority of tho inhab- 
itants of Vancouver Island, wc have foil con- 
siilurabla iuterost in thu investigation now 
under prosecution before iho Grown Lands 
Committee. Not indeed in t ho personalities 
which we regret to notice are from time to 
time dragged iuio the evidence, bal In the 
general tone, and tenor of the examination, 
which it appears to us will not be unlikely 
to throw soma light on questions which in 
all circles have been lor BulllO timo past, to 
say the least of it, vexed. Considerable i in 
portaoce, and not an inconsiderable value 
atlnclics to the Crown Lands ef tins Island, 
and inasmuch as the colony in return lur 
cession, if wo may so term it, of Ihe lands, 
are usked to provide lor a civil list of £8000, 
it ia unquestionably the bouuden duty of the 
representatives ot the people in parliament 
assembled, to inquire most narrowly into the 
extent, disposition, and position of these 
lands. 

An idea bus bocn allowed to gain ground 
in the minds of a portion of the community, 
that the Hudson Bay Company, in t lie • mutter 
of theso Crown Lands, have not proved faith 
ful to' their trust ns tho controling power in 
this Island for a series of years. Sonified! 
so far ns to say that the issue to be tried be- 
fore the Committee, is bolween the Compa- 
ny and tho people, nnd (lint the prize to b;' 
gained for the latter, is to be wrested from 
tthe Company in the shape of Crown Lands 
I illegally retained or disposed of by thum. 
' That this is an unfair view of the question 
we do not care lo deny. It is not necessary 
in the proof of the efficiency and utility of tiie 
Committee that there should be any Mod, so 
lution to the problem. Until tho Committee 
havo closed their labors it is impossible to 
form any opinion as to Ihe merits ot thu 
whole case, but it is most certainly very 
much to the interest of the community that 
tho investigation should be thorough nud 
searching, and we can conceive nothing more 
dettimentul to tho interests of the Company 
than any keeping back or concealment of the 
real Btata of tho facts. Things have gone 
too far to allow of tho Imth being suppressed, 
and if the Hudson Bay Company value their 
credit with the world at large, they willjcourt 
tho most [open arid searching enquiry into 
every transaction that has taken place with 
regard to Crown Lands jinco the colony was 
first established ; Decussations havo boon 
made and, publicly pressed that can only 
be refuted by direct statements which must 
bo full, public, and explicit. So far as ihe 
evidence which has been already taken gees, 
in its incomplete state, it is hardly fair to I

It is, therefore not only essen- 
tial to tho duo conduct of businesH, but nlso 
n point of honor with the Land Olfice that t tie 
fullest explanation should he afforded of ev- 
ery transaction respecting the tale of any 
Crown lands upon which any doubt or shade" 
may rest- And the Committee will not fair- 
ly perform their duty unless they thoroughly 
iuijuire into tlio matter. There ore, we be- 
lieve, several more wituosses lo be examined, 
whose evidence may probably be expected 
to throw uioro light upen the disposition of 
Crown Lands generally, and it is only by 
going very carefully and minutely through 
every particle of evidence llml con be fairly 
taken on these matters that lire Committee 
can hop.- to arrive ot a right conclusion. 
Much has been said outside of tho Commit- 
tee room, of ihe natur« of the evidence and 
tho manner in which questions are propounded 
by the members. Now it would appear to 
us to be most unfair to cavil at the manlier 
iu whieh individual members conduct the 
esaminaiion of the different witnesses, We 
can only assume that one nnd all of ihe 
members ol that Coniniillee who intend in 
their places, aifi endeavoring in Iho due 
discharge of their duty lo arrive, at the 
truth ; and if they happen to introduce a lit. 
tie irrelevant matter, it is better than omit- 
ting any really useful evidence. The examina- 
tion has so far been conducted at considerable 
inconvenience to Rome of the members, who 
have devoted a great portion of Iheil time to 
this, their public duty, and wo cannot but 
tay iu justice to those gentlemen thai they 
deserve well of their constituencies. There 
are some members who have not though! it 
worth their while lo attend ihe meetings of 
tho Committee regularly. How they will 
compare villi those who have borne iho 
brunt and labor of battle when the time comes 
for niiolhor election, the event will Bhow.

UANX NOTR BILL. 

Mr. Duncan brought forward his bill to 
restrain the unauthorised issuo of Bunk notes 
nnd paper rurrencv. The hon. member 
showed tho important functions performed by 
bank notes in the eommereial world, particu 
Inrlvin tho old ootmlry, and also the conve- 
nience and snfoty of a paper currency. The 
most important function in paper currency, 
however, was the profit arising from tho cir- 
culation of bank notes. Tho lion, member 
went into tho history of banking fiom the 
first beginning of tho system by the Lonibar 1 
Jews, down to the present, aljo sketohtng 
the career of tho Hank of England. Tho 
great difficulty nlways experienced by finan- 
cial men in England was the proper restrain- 
ing and securing the issue of paper currency. 
The hon. member quoted tho restrictions 
placed on tha banl;s in England in this mat- 
ter by tho Bank Act or 1844, which was the 
basis of all bunking legislation since that 
period. He dwelt on the paramount nscessity 
of having a proper and sufficient metallic 
reserve on whioh to base a paper currency. 
With regard to tha penalty propose I to be 
inflicted in the second cleine of the bill, he 
thought it was if any thing too light. Our 
great aim and object should be to keep ths 
currency of this Inland in a pure and unde- 
preciated etnto. lie proposed that the bill 
be now read a second lime. 

Seconded by Mr. DeCuimos nnd carried.

The House went into Committee of the 
whule, Dr. Powell in the chair. TI;o bill to 
incorporate the Victoria Chamber of Com- 
merce was taken up and passed new. eon.
